CHINA. ; 
SHANGHAI. 

Our advices extend to thé 29th April ; the P. and O. mail from 
London March 8 arrived out April 21—before the previous French 
mail of March 1, which, being delayed by the accident to the 
Messageries steamer Ava, was not delivered until the 25th April. 
The following French mail of 15th March was due the day this 
mail left. We take the following from the North China He- 
rald :— ) ' 

The Peking Gazette of the 3lst March gives the following 
details of the last illness of Tseng Kwo-fan, whose death we lately 
noticed :—Mei Chi-chao, treasurer of Nanking, reports the death 
of Tseng Kwo-fan. The latter, after his re-appointment to the 
vice-royalty of the Two Kiang gave his earnest and unwearied 
attention to all matters affecting the welfare of those provinces. 
Last autumn, while performing the triennial tour of inspection, 
he became troubled with dizziness in the head and swelling in 
the lower extremities. But he persistently refused to allow him- 
self even temporary rest. On the 5th March his hands suddenly 
began to shake and his tongue became 80 enlarged that he could 
not articulate, and there were all the symptoms of paralysis 
Medical aid was immediately called in, and the following ddy he 
had so far recovered as to be able to hold the official levee and 
to discharge his other public duties. With these he was engaged 
without cessation from morning to night. Gn the 8th.he held 
the ordinary levee and examined an unusual number of 
despatches; the pen was never out of his anil, and his 
mind was incessantly occupied devising this plan and that; and 
in consequence of this excessive fatigue, the old trembling of the 
hands came on again. His medical adviser then informed him 
that only long rest and nutritive medicines could possibly restore 
him ; but, notwithstanding this, he attended to his duties as 
usual the following day. On the 10th, observing how feeble he 
was, the memorialist earnestly entreated him tu request.a month’s 
sick leave, but he replied, ‘I have received much favour and 
have been entrusted with such important duties that while I have 
breath left I dare not think of my own ease or comfors; &c , &c.” 
The whole of the following day, until late in the evening, he 
spent attending to public business. About eight o’clock on the 
morning of the 12th the memorialist went to see him and found him 
engaged with his ordinary duties. That afternoon, about four o’clock, 
while looking over the drafts of some despatches, with which work he 
had already been occupied for several hours, there were symptoms 
of his pens about to have another stroke. His two eldest sons 
observing this, entreated him to lay down his pen and rest for a 
little while. He listened to their advice. But he still felt suff- 
ciently strong to be able to walk alone; he had not walked, 
however, many steps, when both legs suddenly became dead and 

owerless. e was at once assisted to his bed, from which he 
bnew he should never rise again. He then dictated to his eldest 
son a memorial for transmission to the Throne after his death. 
He never uttered a single word about his domestic affairs. His 
last thoughts and words were alike occupied with the concerus of 
the Empire. That night at eight o’clock he breathed his last. 
The tidings of his death will be received with universal lamenta- 
tions throughout the Two Kiang. The memorialist observed, 
when looking through his wardrobe, that it did not contain a single 
new article, which is a sufficient proof of the severe economy which 
he practised in his home.

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A correspondence relative to a despatch on the suvjant of 
transit passes and drawbacks, &c., drc., has been handed in by the 
American Consul-General to the Chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce. We have seldom come across & more cunningly de- 
vised scheme than that which is set forth in the proposed certain 
(uncertain ?) rules which are designed to govern and regulate the 
issue of transit passes and drawback certificates. The necessary 

vernment of these questions is pretty clearly defined im the 
Areaty of Tientsin, and why “Prince Kugg and the Ministers, 
whose cards are enclosed,” should attempé to gain by a side wind 
what is already clearly defined, we do not quite see—that is to sa 
fe do quite see; and secing do wot understand why any su 
rules should either have been submitted or received on this ques- 
tion. The clauses relative to transit passes, drc., can be consi 


- at the period when the entire Treaty is revised, and we hope 


when such revision does take place we may have a representative 
who will be thoroughly master of the subject, and as thoroughly 
determined to permit no evasion of the stipulations agreed to. 

The Customs Returns for the first quarter of 1872 were issued 
on the 19th May. The import of all kinds of Shirtiugs is about 
the same as last year, varying only as to particular classes. 
¥.Cloths are 250,000 pieces in excess of 1871, but still lower than 
in 1869 or 1870. English Drills are more than doubled, while 
American have fallen off from 30,550 in 1869 and 17,175 in 1871 
to 1,032 in 1872. Sheetings and Jeans are much over the same 
quarter in 1871, and Dyed Cottom fabrics are generally consider- 
ably leas. Woollens do not show much variation, except in Lus- 
tres, which are 78,584 pieces, against 31,237. Metals generally 
exhibit an increased import, iron being 56,627 piculs, against 
36,958, and lead 40,576, against 13,572. The most remarkable 
export, of course, is Rice, which is 1,642,874 piculs, or about 
six times the export of 1871. Raw Cotton is only one-half for 
the corresponding period. The re-export of Shirtings, all kinds, 
is 1,057,355 pieces, against 1,247,922, being 190,567 less, but of T- 
Cloths the export has doubled, being 714,403. Woollen goods show 
generally a falling off. There is an enormous comparitive increase 
in the quality of goods sent into the Interior under Transit Pass, 
Cotton staples being so treated to five times the extent they were 
in 1871; conclusive proof that the broad and true interpretation 
of the clause, recently given effect to—that foreign goods in what- 
ever hands may be conveyed inland under the protection of these 
passes,—was all that was wanted to show the real value of the sys- 
tem. Transit dues have jumped from Tls. 2,312 to Tls. 8,511. Phe 
revenueon imports shows a slight decrease, but there is an increase 
on er and export duties, and the whole revenue of the quarter 
is Tis. 750,554, against Tls. 681,836 ; increase Tls. 63,718. 

In our last issue we noticed that a boat and some wreck, iden- 
tified as belonging to the U.S.N. Co.’s steamer Rona, had been 
acne near Ockseu. On April 22 the U.S.S. Benicoa arrived, 

ringing from Amoy Captain Kofod, who was on board the Rona 
in the capacity of pilot at the time she was lost. We then 
learned that the collision occurred about eight o’clock on the 
evening of the 14th. The Rona was proceeding on her voyage 
with a good stern breeze, partly under sail and partly by steam. 
The night is stated to have been moonlight. The Ava struck the 
Rona in front of the starboard paddle-box, tearing it away and 
cutting into the vessel to the extent of fifteen feet. After strik- 
ing, the steamers recoiled, but again came together, the Ava 
striking the other on the quarter with great force, when the 
captain of the Rona was thrown from the bridge to the deck of 
the Ava, and informed those on board of the fatal damage done 
to his vessel. Several of the Rona’s boats were lowered, and a 
number of people succeeded in reaching the Ava, where, however, 
they appear to have had great difficulty in getting on board, only 
a single rope being put over the side for their accommodation. 
One gentleman, Dr. Thompson of Swatow, after two efforts to get 
up this rope, painter f lost his life by falling back and strik- 
elow. It is stated that there was an 
interval of forty minutes between the time of the collision and 
the sinking of the Rona. The saved are the captain and 2nd 
officer ; 1st and 4th engineers, Captain Kofod, and about twenty 
Chinese ; and those who went down: Mr. Hoole, Ist officer, Mr. 
Boyle, 3rd officer, Mr. McMeekin, 2nd engineer, Mr. McWade, 3rd 
engineer, Dr. Thompson, and fifty-five Chinese. On the 25th 
the Petho arrived from Amoy with the Ava’s mails and two pas- 
sengers, besides the survivors from the Rona. The remaining 
passengers elected to come home in the Ava, which left on the 
rd, after being thoroughly repaired, and reached here on the 
26th. A Court of Inquiry will be held to investigate the oc- 
currence. 

A short time ago we commented on an edict han 
General Liu Mingchuen, commander of Li Hung-chang’s foreign- 
drilled troops in Kansuh, to the Board of War for punishment. 
His effence was that, having been granted three months’ leave, 
with instructions to await the arrival of his relieving officer, 
Teao-ke-chung, he left his command at once, without waiting to 
consult with his successor, and after having disbanded portions of 
his troops We connected this with the jealousy existing between 
Li and Tso-tsung-tang, and suspected that Li’s strength and in- 
flueuce was such that the punishment of one of his generals for 
checkmating a military rival would be merely nominal. The

The Shanghai Yacht Club regatta for the challenge cup came 


off on the 22nd. The day was pleasant, but too calm for sailing, 
and the race was rather a slow one. The winning yacht was Mr. 


C. J. Ashley’s Charm, Lucy second. A ship’s boat race was post- 
poned till Tuesday, when it was won by H.M.S. Juno’s boat Eury- 
dice, the U.S. Monocacy’s boat Arrow being second. é 

The Spring Rifle Meeting was brought to a close on the 23rd, 
when the Champion Sweepstakes were shot for. The winner was 
Sergt. L. Cameron. <A tie for second in the Municipal Council's 
prize, between Privates Cullen and Hall, was shot off at the same 
time and resulted in favour of the latter. From an analysis of the 
shooting we find that there are 20 complete scores of 40 shots each, 
giving a total of 1,861 points, or an average of 2°02 per shot. 

In pursuance of a challenge offered by Capt. Mooney, of the 
Norna,a match for$30 came off on the 24th, between the gig H. 
of Erin, of that vessel, and the gig Girl of the Period, attach 
to the Harbour-master’s hulk. The course was from the Police- 
hulk to the Harbour-master’s hulk, and the Norna’s boat won by 
several lengths. Another match was immediately made up be- 
tween the boats, with transference of the crews from one boat to 
the other. 

A Kinkiang correspondent sends us a table showing the quan- 
tity of goods imported, and those sent inland under transit 
pass during the first three months of 1872. It is shown that 
transit passes have been largely availed of, but yet not nearly 
to the extent of the imports. It is evident, therefore, that 
the difficulties of the lake voyage still deter dealers, for it 
must be inferred that a large proportion of the surplus imports, 
over those for which transit passes have been issued, find their 
way inland by land. The opening of the Poyang lake to steamers 
is the next thing needed. 

From the report given by the Viceroy of Szechuen in the Pe 
king Gazelte of the 30th March, distress from failure of the crops 
in that province would appear to be very great, extending more 
or less all over it. Food is selling at famine prices. In Shanghai 
the best rice costs only $2.80 a picul; in Szechuen, ordinary 
kinds fetch $13 a picul. 

The repairs of the embankments of the rivers and canals in 
Chili, which were destroyed by the floods last year, a r to be 
costing frightful sums, Tae Yung-ting alone has absorbed Ts. 
295,000. 

The Peking Gazztie of the 24th March fixes the 16th Oct. as the 
day for the celebration of the Emperor’s marriage. 

The following items are from the Courier :— 

The Ulysses has gone into dock to repair the damages to her 
rudder, said to have been caused by coming in contact with the 
Rona's wreckage. 

A new Catholic chapel is, according to the Courier, shortly to 
be erected in Hongkew, for the benefit of foreigners of that per- 
suasion residing in that quarter of the settlement. Subscription 
lists are being sent round to secure contributions towards the ex- 
pense: and we are informed that several Protestants have sub- 
scribed. 

The steamship Vorna has been safely floated out of Old Dock, 
Shanghai, where she has been undergoing repairs and general 
overhaul for the past three weeks. She comes out, we believe, 
almost “as good as new,” and the promptitude and thorough- 
ness of the work is said to reflect credit on the several parties 
employed. 

The income of the Shanghai Municipal Council from April 1 
1871, to March 31, 1872, exceeded the expenditure by Tis. 8,619.52, 


HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail are to the 4th May. The outward P. and 
O. mail of 22nd March arrived on the 29th April. The following 
items are from the China Mail :—The tea market has opened in 
Canton, and several considerable settlements are reported as 
having been made. The prices are reported as being much hi 
than last year, and experienced hands are fighting rather shy. 
The opening thus early—earlier than we believe has ever been the 
case before in Canton—will possibly have a disastrous effect on 
trade. Teamen and native hongs seeing the indiscreet and eager 
haste with which the numerous—almost innumerable—tea-tasters 
and buyers outbid each other, are too astute not to take advantage. 
Hence preseut high rates, and hence too, unless we are mistaken, 
heavy losses as soon as the Teas are placed on the London 
market. The Hector is loading (will probably arrive in Londen 
on the 24th inst. }.

With reference to a recent paragraph copied by us from an In- 
dian contemporary, respecting the loss of the fontano ice-ship, 
bound to Hong Kong, we learn that, even should the report be 
true, the local ice company has an ample supply on hand for the 
coming summer, so no fear need be entertained that cold cocktail 
will become impossible. 

Yesterday being the anniversary of the birthday of Tien-how 
(the Queen of Heaven), an unusually large number of pigs were 
roasted for dedication to this goddess, and throughout the morn- 
ing roasted pigs were seen carried along eastward to the Joss- 
house, which is situated at the extreme end of East Point. 

An alarm of fire was raised, and was found to proceed from the 
godown of Messrs. Vogel, Iagedorn and Co., which was situated 
at Praya Central, near Gilman-street. The cause of alarm seemed 
to have arisen from the rough handling of a package of matches, 
which became ignited and set another on fire. Energetic steps 
were taken, and the burning mass was at once put out. 

Tho usual May festival in honour of the Virgin Mary was com- 
menced here at the Roman Catholic Cathedral, as well as at 
nearly all the churches at Macao. ‘The festival will be continued 
during the whole month. In the latter place it is, however, cele- 
brated with much more pomp, and is far better attended than in 
Hong Kong. 

We are glad to note that the new chancel to the Cathedral pro- 
mises to be a very uscful and elegant addition to the building. 
Whether it was wise’to build it was one thing—we opposed it. 
But now the project is partially carried out, it is satisfactory to 
find that it, if extravagant, will not also be useless and unsightly. 

The members of the Chamber of Commerce held their half- 
yearly meeting on the 30th April. The chairman, Mr. Greig, 
commenced the proceedings with some observations regarding the 
report for the half-year. One of the most important subjects 
dealt with was the subject of local commissions and brokerages, 
which, in accordance with an understanding arrived at at the last 
meeting, had been taken in hand by the committee, who had 
drawn up a scale which was laid before the members. The co:n- 
mittee deemed the figures there shown to be fair and equitable, 
but of course it was open to members to suggest amendments. 
The chief alteration was the brokerage on shures, which might 
not please all the brokers, but which scemed to the committee a 
just rate. With regard to the second headiug of the report—the 
blockade of the port by Chinese Customs’ Cruisers—he was sorry 
to say that the labours of the committee had had no very satis- 

factory result, though the gentlemen composing it had done all 
in their power. The next subject was that of the memorial to 
the Earl of Kimberley on the Police Force. They must all be 
grateful to Mr. Magniac for the attentive way in which he had 
responded to their letter. In the matter of the Chamber’s tele- 
grams, the committee had arrived at a very satisfactory state of 
affairs ; they now received full and correct telegrams almost daily 
from London on the state of the markets. 

After the chairman had concluded his comments several resolu- 
tions were proposed and carried, including a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Chas. Magniac, and a motion to present a sum of $200 to Mr. 
Blakeman for his trouble in arranging for the transmission of 
telegrams to the Chamber, and the efficient manner in which he 
had carried out the affair. The following resolution was also 
passed :—“ That the unofficial members of tho council be re- 
quested to urge upon the Local Guvernment the importance of 
properly lighting the entrances to the harbour of Hong Kong, 
and that they be further requested to ascertain whether such 
portion of the Special Fund as may be necessary cannot be ap- 
plied to that purpose.” 

On the Ist May the action Liebert v. the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia, and China came on for trial in the ‘Supreme 
Court, before the Acting Chief Justice. The case arose out of the 
bankruptcy of the firm of Lyall, Still, and Co., and the action was 
to recover the procceds of certain bales of goods which had been 
consigned to Me essrs. Lyall, Still, and Co., who had placed bills of 
lading for the same in the bank as security for an advance of 
£15,000. The Acting Attorney-General for the plaintiffs briefly 
argued that the case was similar to the former ones arising out of 
the bankruptcy of Messrs, Lyall, Still, and Co.,in which his Lord- 
ship Chief Justice Smale had given judgment for the plaintiffs. 
That judgment sets out that under the circumstances of the case 

the goods were not given for valuable consideration, no actual ad- 
vance having been made on them. In the present case the bills

of lading were transferred to the Bank when the security of 30 
bales of silk was withdrawn. Mr. Drummond, for the defendants, 
replied that in this case the whole question was based upon two 
previous decisions. The facts inthe Min case were not similar to 
the present one, the ruling in the former was not applicable to the 
latter. As the judgment in Henderson v. the Bank of India, 
Australia and China, was based on the decision of the Min cas 
the ruling in it was likewise not applicable. Tho Acting Chie? 
Justice gave judgment in favour of the plaintiffs, saying he ad- 
hered to the previous decision of the Chiet Justice. 

In the Bankruptcy Court, on the 3rd May, Hajee Abdool 
Rahim Elias appeared to undergo his final examination and to 
apply for his dischage. Mr. Francis appeared for the bankrupt, 
oa the Acting Attorney General on behalf of the creditors to 

oppose. The case was adjourned to allow of time for the produc- 
tion and translation of certain letters which were required in 
evidence. 

The P. and O. steamer Behan, to leave on the Sth May, has 
been chartered to convey about 400 Indian troops to adras, 
calling at Siagapore and Malacca to pick up a few. The terms 
have not transpired. The Adventure, troop ship, is also starting 
on the same service.

BANGKOK. 

The Stam Advertiser has the following items :— 

The Italian corvette Vettor Pisani, 2,000 tons, Conté Joseph 
Levero, commander, anchored in the roads, and some of her 
officers have been on shore, sight seeing. She left for Singapore on 
April 23. Her presence is simply the friendly visit of a treaty 
Power. H.B.M.’s Consul General of Bangkok is Acting Italian 
Consul. The fact that a Treaty of Amity and Commerce exists 
between the kingdom of Italy and tho kingdom of Siam, and that 
the road to the two countries is made very direct by the Suez 
Canal, renders it possible than extensive and profitable commerce 
may grow up between the two nations. 

The Austrian frigate Fasaia, 1,800 tons, has arrived with Le 
Chevalier Culice, the Austro- Hungarian Consul-Ganeral for China 
and Japan. We are happy to learn that he visits Siam at the 
present time as Austrian Ambissador to the Court of Siam, to 
exchange the ratifications of tle treaty which was negotiated 
by his Excellency Rear Admiral Baron de Petz, Kuvoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, May 17th, 1869. His Ex- 
cellency Chevalier Chalice had an audience with his Majesty the 
First King. [le was honoured with the usual salute as he landed 
at the Santang Prat’ate Court House, and was subsequently con- 
veyed to the palace with the usual ceremonies accorled to visitors 
of his distinction. 

Siamese princes, nobles, and even the King may now be seen on 
the New Road, taking afternoon drives in elegant carriages, drawn 
by noble- looking horses. This love for carriage and horseback 
riding by the great people will guarantee the keeping of the 
roads and bridges of Eastern Bangkok in good condition. 

There are now in port four merchant steamers, ¢wo British and 
two Siamese. ‘Two of theso aro from China and one has been 
drawn here, doubtless. by the ruling high freights. Phe other 
two are bound for Singapore. 

The long wished for result seems about to be realised, and we 
hope soon to bo able to announse that it is an asezomplished fact 
that a line of steamers runs revularly between Biaugkok and Hong 
Koug and between Banskok and Singapore. Lhe business be- 
tween this port and Hong Kong is so much groater than besween 
this and Singapore, that if it will pay t> have a regular line be- 
tween this and Sinzapore, it will pay better to have a regular line 
between this and Hong Kong.

Dates by this mail: extend to the 18th May; The outward 
mail (French) of 12th April arrived on 10th May. The Daily

The two new members of the Legislative Council, vice Messrs. 
Adamson and Ramsay Scott, resigned, we learn, are Dr. Little 
and Mr. Thomas Shelford, of Messrs. Paterson, Simons and Co. 
In this selection his Excellency may be said to have displayed 
the judiciousness of a Hooker—we do not mean the American 
General, Fighting Joe—and to have aimed at the happy mean 
wherein consists virtue, according to the old heathen philosopher. 
For we have the fire and rashness of youth tempered by the 
wisdom and moderation of middle age—the experience acquired 
by long residence under the old Indian regime and under the 
new, coupled with the fresh ideas and go-aheai tendencies of the 
rising generation. Then the professional classes are equally re- 
presented with the commercial —Tanjong Pagar interests with the 
New Harbour potentates; so that altozether Sir Harry Ord seems 
to have made a happy choice; if there might have been a 
better made, so also there might have been a worse. We 
have only further to add a word or two of counsel to 
our new senators, and especially to the younger one—who, 
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we suppose, will be styled the honourable member for Telloh 
Blangah and Johore. Dr. Little having already had experience 
in the Council, there is not so much occasion to caution him. 
Although they are nominated by the Governor they are not on 
that account to consider themselves his supporters in everything. 
With the other unofficial members they constitute the very 
homeopathic dose of representation allowed by the paternal wis- 
dom of the Home Government to Crown Colonists, and, as such, 
it is their first duty to represent thoroughly and consistently the 
wishes of the community, and fight its battles against officialism 
when necessary. The community expect them to be thoroughly 
independent—to beware of the seductive blandishments of Go- 
vernment House—to look narrowly into the revenue and expendi- 
ture—and in Council to put aside altogether their own private 
views and interests and to vote upon any question solely with a 
view to the general good. With these few remarks we leave 
them to contemplate with complacency their newly acquired 
honours and to prepare for their coming legislative labours. 

It is the complaint of all visitors, and a good many residents, 
that the place is unbearable for want of something to enliven it. 
We always hail with pleasure the prospect of anything likely to 
entertain and amuse, and we know of nothing which can produce 
more pleasure, and perhaps instruction, than a good flower show.

We anticipate something 
very gay-and bright on the 3lst of July next, which, from the 
minutes of a meeting held yesterday, is the day fixed for the next 
show at the Agri-Horticultural Society’s gardens. We very 

ladly draw the attention of subscribers to the show and its date. 
Phe more exhibitors, the better and more interesting the show 
will be. There is ample time to prepare between this and the 
end of July, and we hope the expectations of the committee will 
be fully realised. 
BATANGAS, 


Few of our readers may know where this place is,—indeed, 
may never have heard of it. Yet it is perhaps the most flourish- 
ing province inhabited by Malays. It is under Spanish rule, and 
by turning to a map may be found about the centre of the large 
island of Luzon. Lying 124:15' and 1259’ E. longitude, and 
13°34’ and 14°11’ N. latitude, it has a very irregular form, and 
extends about thirty-six miles north to south, and sixty miles 
east to west. It is, with exception of the northern tobacco pro- 
vince of Luzon, the most flourishing of the Philippines. With a 
view of throwing a little light on the state of the neighbouring 
Colony, we propose to give a few notes on this province. Very 
little correct information is obtainable about any part of the 
Philippines, and any small contribution is always acceptable. We 
owe the chief part of our data to a report lately published by the 
statistical committee of the Colony, and should like to see each 
province in the Philippines similarly reported on. 

The appointment of Dr. Little and Thomas Shelford, Esq., as 
members of the Legislative Council, is gazetted. 

The average amount of notes in circulation at the Penang branch 
of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London and China 
during the month of April was $233,120.

IMPORTS. 


SHANGHAI.—The market for imports had been very quiet; sales had 
been small, and for some goods prices were weaker. With regard to 
Piece Goods there is very little to be said. Inactivity had been the 
ruling feature of the market throughout the week, and,although at the 
close the dealers were beginning to move, there was little probability of 
much business resulting at the prices offered by intending buyers. A 
very smal] quantity of Shirtings had been sold, and these had consisted 
chiefly of mildewed 8} lbs. on which purchasers had gone, finding diffi- 
culty in obtaining sound goods on such advantageous terms. Of White 
Shirtings and T-Cloths sales were not worth recording, but established 
a slight decline in value. The same remark applied to Drills, Jeans aud 
Sheetings, with this variation, that the fall in the price of Drills was 
heavier. Dutch sold at Tis. 2.88 to 2.90, and English 15 lbs. fair quality 
at Tls. 2.974. Best Drills English 15 lbs. Tls. 3.04 to 3.06. In Fancy 
Cottons or Woollen goods there was no movement of consequence to 
notice. 590 pieces of CPH Scarlet Long Ells, and 500 pieces Camlets, 
and 2,000 pieces Figured Lustres at Tis. 6.40, Tls. 154 and Tls. 4.05 per 
piece, respectively, were the most prominent settlements recorded. 
Metals: No business in Iron; Lead offering at Tls. 4.50. Coals: No- 
thing doing ; prices nominal. 

Honea Kona.—There had been no change in the market, which re- 
mained in a stagnant condition. 

SAIGON.—A moderate business was doing at previously ruling rates,

THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 

On Monday last in reply to questions from Mr. Carrwaicat Lord 
EnFrecD (Under Secretary for Foreign Affairs) said,—As regards 
the first question—“ What change will be made in the system of ex- 
aminations for admission to the junior grades of the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice?”—I beg to state that candidates who have taken a University 
degree, or who have been at a public school up to their eighteenth 
year, will be required to pass only such examination as will prove 
that they have a correct knowledge of French grammar, can converse 
fluently in that language on ordinary topics, can translate accurately 
from English into French, and vice versa, and can satisfy the examiner 
of their proficiency in handwriting and précis writing. With respect 
to the second branch of inquiry—‘‘ Will the scale of remuneration of 
the janior members of the service be altered, and will certain pecu- 
niary advantages be secured to them on spccial proof of specified quali- 
fications ?”—I have to state that the period of unpaid daty will be 
reduced to two years, whereof six months will be spent in the Foreign- 
office and eighteen months abroad. At the end of two years they will 
receive commissions as Third Secretaries, with a salary of £150 a-year ; 
and if, on examination, they show a competent knowledge of public 
law, they will, as Third Secretaries, receive an additional £100 per 
annum; on promotion to be Second Secretary they will receive a mini- 
mum salary of £300 a-year, increasing by £15 a-year till it reaches 
£450 a year. The minimum salary of a Secretary of Legation will be 
£500 a year. Any Secretary of Legation or of Embassy, Second or 
Third Secretary or attache, who shall possess a competent knowledge, 
colloquial or otherwise, of the Russian, Turkish, Persian, Japanese, or 
Chinese language while serving at any mission where such language 
is vernacular, will receive a special allowance of £100 a-year over and 
above any other allowance he may be in receipt of. The third question 
is :—-‘‘ Will those who entered the service before the present arrange- 
ments for giving commissions to Second and Third Secretaries took 
effect be allowed to reckon towards their pensions the period of their 
service as attaches with four years’ deduction?” No, Sir, they will not 
be allowed to count such time, as no such benefit was promised on their 
entrance into the service. In reply tothe fourth question: -—“ Will chiefs 
of missions be allowed, subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
State, to unite the leaveone year with thatof thenext without incurring 
a deduction of salary ?”—I have to observe that the Secretary of State 
is not prepared to allow this, ag it is not considered advisable to es- 
tablish a system which would sanction the absence of heads of missions 
for four consecutive months from their posts every second year, thus 
depriving the country for go long a time of the advantage which British 
interests would derive from the weight and authority attaching to heads 
of missions. ° ' 

THE SUEZ CANAL. 
Mr. Norwoop asked the President of the Board of Trade whether 
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his attention had been directed to a notification of the Suez Canal 
Company that, on and after the Ist July next, the toll of ten frances 
per ton now levied on the net tonnage (or cargo capacity) of steamers 
will be charged on the gross tonnage ; and whether the opinion of 
the law officers of the Crown has been taken as to the power of the 
company, consistently with the terms of its concession, to levy dues 
on that portion of the tonnage ofa merchant steam vessel occapied 
by its machinery and fuel. Mr. Cuaicaester Fortresoox said no 
opinion of the law officers of the Crown had been taken on the sub- 
ject, and he doubted whether the Government would think it right to 
take it as to the terms ofa concession made by a foreign Government 
to a foreign company. As to the facts, he believed that a notification 
had been given by the Suez Canal Company. Mr. Norwoop: Is the 
right hon. gentleman aware that the Italiaa Government have taken 
diplomatic action in the matter? Mr. Catcuester Fortescoz: The 
information at the Foreign-office does not include that. 


LEGAL. 
COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
SUGAR FREIGHTS—STANTON V. RICHARDSON—RICHARDSON V. STANTON, 

In these croes actions Stanton was the owner and Richardson the 
charterer of a large American-built vessel, the Zsle of Wight, undcr a 
charter of the 24th of June, 1868, for Hong Kong to Manila for orders, 
and thence to one of the Philippine Islands for a cargo of lawful mer- 
chandise, to include “sugar in bags.” The vessel duly proceeded to 
Tio Ilo, Philippine Islauds, and there took on board the groater part of 
a cargo of “wetsugar,’ admitted to be within the description in the 
charter party, when it was found that water and fluid wascollecting in 
the bottom of the vessel which the pumps were incapable of keeping 
down, and it became necessary to unload that part of the cargo which 
had been put on board. It was at first thought that the ship had strained 
herself while lying at the jetty and was leaking, but it turned 
out that the drainage from the sugar had collected in large 
quantities in the hold, and, being thick and sticky, was difficult 
to deal with in pumping, and mastered the pumps. It appeared 
that the vessel ould have been made fit by the adoption of 
fresh pumps and other means to carry the cargo home in eight months ; 
bat the sugar was, in fact, brought home sooner in a ship of very 
similar construction, in which, however, different pumps and further 

recantions with regard to pumping were used. At the trial the jury 
ound that the vessel was not fit to carry the cargo, and could not be 
made so within a reasonable time, and found all other material issues 
in favour of the charterer, Richardson, whereupon verdicts were entered 
for him ine damages, which will be of large amount, to be referred), 
and a rule was subsequently obtained to enter verdicts for Stanton, or 
for a new trial, against which cause was now shown. The arguments 
were very protracted, it being contended for the charterer that it was 
a condition precedent of the contract that the shipowner should tender 
@ ship fit to carry this cargo within a reasonable time, or such a time 
as would save the object of the charter from being frustrated, which he 
did not do, and, therefore, that the charterer was justified in throwing 
up the contract, and refusing to wait for the ship ; and for the ship- 
owner, that the charterers were under an obligation to tender a cargo 
reasonably suitable for the particular ship chartered and its con- 
struction. 

The Court (Chief Justice Bovill and Justices Brett and Byles) held 
that there is no doctrine of law prevailing that the cargo offered should 
be reasonably suited to the particular ship, if it be a reasonable cargo 
within the description in the charterparty, and that the shipowner is 
bound to supply a ship not only seaworthy, but also reasonably fit for 
the purpose for which it is chartered within a time within which the 
object of the charter can be carried out. In this case he did not do 
so ; in short, the ship was in fault, and not the sugar, and therefore 
the rule must be discharged. 


COURT OF DIVORCE, 
BEAVER U. BEAVER. 

This was a petition by the wife against her husband. The parties 
were married in July, 1864, and they have since lived together in St. 
John’s-wood, and elsewhere in London, and at Brighton and Cowes. 
The husband was a partner in a firm of commission merchants at Sin- 

pore. In 1869 Mrz. Beaver presented a petition to this Court for 

issolution of marriage, and it was admitted that the allegations con- 
tained in that petition were true. But Mrs. Beaver had resumed: co- 
habitation subsequent to the date of that petition, and had coadoned the 
charges contained in it. She now prayed for a dissolution of marriage, 
on the ground that since the cohabitation had been resumed her hus- 
band had treated her with cruelty, and had thereby revived his con- 
doned misconduct. The husband denied the charge of cruelty, and 
prayed for restitution of conjugal rights. | 

The Judge (Lord Penzance) decided that Mra. Beaver had not es- 
tablished the charge of cruelty. Her petition for dissolution was, 
therefore, dismissed, and a decree of restitution of conjugal rights was 
pronounced.

THE ALTAI REGION. 

Herr Bernhard von Cotta, an eminent German professor, has just 
published a very interesting work on the geology and mineralogy of 
the Altai. The Altai region comprises 7,800 German equare miles, 
and is somewhat larger, therefore, than Great Britain and Ireland 
together. It forms part of the private possessions of the Imperial 
family of Russia ; and its gold, silver, and copper mines are estimated 
to have yielded an annual income of abouta million roubles. Of late, 
however, its silver mines have shown signa of exhaustion, and the 
new mines opened have not turned out nearly so remunerative as the 
old ones. Under these circumstances the Russian Government in the 
spring of 1868 commissioned Herr von Cotta to visit the region and 
examine its mineral resources. The work he has now given to the 
world is the fruit of his journey. In it he has not confined himself, 
however, to the mere objeet for which he was sent by the Russian 
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‘Government. The firat part of the work gives an interesting account 
of his travels ; the second is devoted to the geology and geography of 
the Altai, and its present and early inhabitants. The Altai rises 
almost in the centre of thé Asiatic continent, forming the western end 
of that great chain of mountains which stretches thence away to the 
mouth of the Amour, and separates Eastern Siberia from China. 
Almost in the centre this giant chain is breached by Lake Baikal and 
its southern feeders. In its ridges also are the sources of the Yenisei 
and the Irtish. The Obi takes its rise in the Altai. The name 
“ Altai,” we are told, is interpreted in four different ways. The first 
derives it from Alatun, that is, golden mountain; the second from 
Alin-tau, which means parti-coloured mountain; the third from 
Altaiya, or high-lying primseval forest ; and the fourth from Alty-ai, 
six months. Herr von Cotta directs attention to the remarkable fact 
that not oaly are the rocks of the Altai and their relative position such 
as are found in Central Europe, but also the organic remains of the 
different geological periods are the same: even the plants of the coal 
formation of countries so widely separated in space are essentially 
similar, while the living flora are characteristically different. Still 
more singalar is it that the coal formation of the Altai region appears 
to belong to the same geological period as those of Central Europe and 
Northern America ; whereas in the whole of European Russia not a 
single district is known in which the coal formation belongs to the 
coal era of Western Europe. The coal beds of European Russia are all 
older than those of Central Europe. On the other hand, it is found 
that in a part, at least, of China the coal formation is later. It would 
thus appear that the coal region of the Altai was formed interme- 
diately between those of European Rusgia and China, and are contem- 
porary with those of Western Europe and Northern America. The- 
present climate of the Altai is marked by a cold winter and very 
rapid alternations of temperature, which are extremely injurious to 
the development of plants. Germany and the Altai lie in the same 
latitude, but the number of plants growing wild in Germany com- 
pared with those peculiar to the Altai is as seven to four. While again 
in the very warm and dry summers sugar and water melons thrive in 
the open fields, in the course of every winter the temperature ses! 
falls so low that quicksilver is frozen. And to this must be adde 
violent snow-storms, which make even short trips dangerous. 


OCEAN RACING. 

The Pall Mall Gazette comments upon the fact that the proprietors 
of the White Star Company have triumphantly established the agser- 
tion disputed by their rivals of the Inman line—namely, that their 
steamship the Adriatic has accomplished the swiftest passage on 
record between England and America. The time occupied between 
the Mersey and Sandy Hook was 7 days 18 hours 55 minutes. The 
Adriatic’s log-book establishes the fact, and, as Captain Cuttle re- 
marks, the log-book is the most veracious of human writings. We 
presume that, independently of honour, the competing proprietors 
consider that substantial profit as well is involved in the reputation of 
running the quickest steamer. They may be right, and their expe- 
rience should inform them of what is most likely to advertise them 
with the travelling and emigrating public. We dare say pace may 
recommend itself primarily to their go ahead American castomem, 
and men used to high-pressure navigation in the Mississippi may 
make light of the relatively trivial risks of steaming express across 
the Atlantic. But we should fancy the more stolid and steady-going 
Englishman might object to the hazards incurred in economising a 
few hours in a long lifetime. A man used to take life easily; an 
emigrant who has been idly kicking his heels for years, while 
meditating when he should repair his dilapidated fortunes, need 
scarcely care to subordinate safety to cclerity and excitement. 
Ocean racing is very perilous at best, and we have exp 
our views before now as to those ocean matches between the 
tea clippers employed in the China trade. In their case, however, 
the seas they sail are for great part of the way relatively safe. Ones 
in the trade winds, they may fly comfortably before them. Their 
crews, it is to be hoped, are adequately paid, and their cargoes, ne 
doubt, are amply insured. It is very different with Amencan 
packets. They are driven at extreme speed along a highway of inter- 
national traffic, perpetually encumbered with craft of all kinds. They 
must runa constant risk of collision to themeelves and to the vessels 
which may fall foul of their headlong course. 





CEYLON AT THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION.—A case of jewellery has 
lately been transmitted through the Colonial-office from the Govern- 
ment of Ceylon to the International Exhibition, and its contents have 
been arranged in the jewellery gallery. The ornaments are such as are 
worn by the natives of Ceylon, and are characteristic of the native 
instinct for certain peculiar forms of decorative ornament which have 
been handed down through many gencrations, and thus retain an 
unusual purity of style. The collection embraces, firatly, Cingalese 
jewellery as worn by the peasants of the low country; secondly, Kan- 
dyan jewellery worn by women; thirdly, Tamil jewellery, auch as is 
commonly used by the peasantry of the west and north-west provinces ; 
and fourthly, Tamil jewellery worn by the peasants of the north pro- 
vinces. 

AN irfluential meeting has been held of ladies and oe in- 
terested in promoting friendly and social meetings with Indians and 
Orientals temporarily resident in London. Sir Roundell Palmer 
pointed out the great advantages to be anticipated from the eatablish- 
ment of such a society as the one proposed, both to Europeans and 
Orientals. He concluded by proposing the appointment of a pro- 
visional committee to carry the project into effect, consisting of the 
following ladies and gentlemen:—Mr. Chesson, the Master of the 
Temple and Mrs. Vaughan, Mrs. Deane, Professor and Mra. Amos, 
Major-General Vaughan, and Mr. Bunting. 

THe BurMwese ExBassy.—The Burmese Ambasaador and his suite 
reunite officially received by the Duke of Argyll, Secretary of State 
or India.

GERMANY.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HaMBvRG, June 11. 


The German Parliament is still sitting, and it is now arranged that 
the close of the session shall take place at the end of next week. The 
business has been chiefly confined to home legislation with but little or 
no interest for forcigners, the only subject of some importance bcing the 
first and second reading of a motion made by Herr Grumbrecht, the 
Bargermeister of Harburg, for so far extending the competency of the 
Empire as to place the lighthouses, beacons, buoys, and other landmarks 
for the benefit and safety of mariners, as well as the sea-pilots, under 
the direct orders and control of the Central Government. Herr Mosle, 
the member for Bremen, in supporting the motion, complained of the 
inefficiency and wretched state of these institutions, the only hope of 
improvement being in their transfer from the separate States to the Im- 
perial Government. Herr Busing pointed ont the imperfect lighting of 
the coast of Mecklenburg, a stretch of 350 miles, which, notwithstanding 
the great danger anil the total loss of thirteen vessels in the last four 
years, was left totally dark at night. Herr Schmidt, member for Stettin, 
whilst expressing himeclf fully in fevour of the motion, protested against 
reproaching all the coast States with neglect, as nothing could be better 
than the way in which the Prussian part of the Baltic coast was cared 
for. Grumbrecht admitted the correctness of the foregoing statement, 
bat, on the other band, the Prussian coast of the North Sea was in a 
most neglected and inefficient condition, The motion was then passed 
by a large majority. 

The debate then took a more lively and even amusing tuin. A Miss 
Jenny Hirsch, in the name of the United Associations for the Education 
of Women, had petitioned the House for the employment of females 
in the service ‘of the Railway, Post-office, and Telegraph Departments 
of the State. The committee for petitions brought up their report, re- 
commending the House, after the declaration already made by the 
Federal Commiesioncrs, to proceed with the order of the day. Herr 
Dernberg proposed to scnd the petition to the Chancellor for his con- 
sidcration and decision. Dr. Blam (the son of the notorious Robert 
Blum, executed as a rebel at Vienna in November, 1848), pointed out 
the examples of Sweden, Russia, and the United Statcs, where the 
system had been tried ard found to work well, as was also the case in 
Baden. The Postmaster-General said :—“ It is by no rneans an agree- 
able feeling to combat the philanthropic views expressed by tle different 
members, but the interests of the public service require the Government 
to object to the motion. Iam not opposed to the employment of wo- 
men in positions for which they are adapted, such as book-keeping, in 
shops, and perhaps in the communal service—(laughter); but there 
are several good rensons for objecting to their employment in public 
offices. Reference has been made to other countries, but those Govern- 
ments have been forced to employ females as thev cannot obtain a suf- 
ficient number of men at the same low rate of pay. Experience has 
moreover proved that in those countries the public service is not con- 
ducted in 50 satisfactory and punctual a manner as it is, for instance, 
in Prussia. I have long since laid aside as a delusion the statement 
frequently made that women are deficient in the organs of orthography 
and geography, but there are other reasons on which I base my judg- 
ment. In the service of the State a woman would have to stand out in 

ublicity ; this is of itself a disadvantage for modesty ; but in the pub- 

ic service they would be exposed to many unpleasancies from which 
out of delicacy I wish to spare them. The impertinences of 
the commis voyageur at the window of the post-office, the 
fighting and squabbling for precedence among rough porters 
and the letter-carriers, these are scenes by no means of a delect- 
able nature for females to witness. To this must be added that the 
exigencies of the service frequently require bodily exertions for which 
women are physically unfitted, and the officials are often obliged to be 
ap aud at their post all night. Another and still more important 
element is feniale curiosity. 1 believe that in many of the cases where 
the inviolability of lettcrs has been tampered with, it was shown to have 
been done in those offices where women were employed ; and I very 
much agree with the opinion lately expressed by one of the members of 
this House, that it would become needful to frame penal laws on a new 
basis, as it lies in the nature of women to be curious, and that they 
would escape punishment for the offence, as no one can be expected to 
act against bis nature. Besides all this the service must necessarily 
suffer from the want of efficient discipline, which could not be so rigidly 
enforced by former sergeants and other non-commissioned officers fur- 
merly in the army, towards young ladivs who may be placed under their 
orders. And finally—and I may say this is the chief objection I have 
to make—the service could not be carried on advantageously in 
the face of the continual changes that mast natura!ly take place if 
females are admitted into the public offices. Persistence and persever- 
ance in the performance of their duties arc quite out of the question ; 
marriage and other circumstances interfere to prevent it—(laughter); or 
the only alternative would be to fix the age of aspirants so high as to 
render them ineligible in other respects, for to forbid them to marry at 
allis acting in opposition to the laws of nature. J freely confess that 
the assocrations for raising the status and improving the condition of the 
female sex have done much good, and deserve public support ; but in my 
opinion the best and safest means of bettering their condition is to place 
the men in a position to marry. The best provision I could make for a 
woman would be to give her in marriage to a steady and trustworthy 
official of the Post-office.” (Laughter and approval). 


Dr. Loewe could not agree with all that had fallen from the Pust- 
master-General, and contended that the danger to which women would 
be exposed by having to speak with the public outside the window, was 
not to be compared with that in the performance of other duties when 
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employed, for instance, as waitresses in places of public amusement. It 
has been asserted that women are constitutionally disabled from doing 
hard work, but his experience in the course of a long medical practice 
led him to a different result, which also made him differ from those 
who would fasten vanity and curiosity exclusively on the females, whilet 
these organs were quite as fully developed in the opposite sex. There 
was more tattling, gossip, backbiting, and scandal carried from house 
to house by his colleagues in the medical profession than was done by 
his female colleagues, the midwives. (Great laughter.) There could be 
no doubt that women, with their nimble little fingera, were much better 
adapted as telegraphic operators than men; and, with regard to their 
intellectual capacity, they would, as a matter of course, have to undergo 
the same examination in the different branches of knowledge as the 
men. And if it was found that they gave as much, and perhaps greater 
satisfaction, it would ba nothing more than just and right to give them 
the same rate of pay. There was nothing to justify the fear that women 
would by marriage be led to neglect their official dutics ; aud, if they 
did, they would be subject to the same rules of discipline, and would 
be discharged. (Cheers.) The motion of Herr Derndurg for sending 
the petition to the Chancellor for his decision was then agreed to. 


The l’ederal Council have agreed to the proposal made by the Parliament 
to alter paragraph 3 of the now law for weights and incasures, as far as 
regards the tonnage of ships; and it is now ordered that the revisters of 
all German vessels be made out in tons of measuroment containing a 
cabic metre cach,—instead of the last of 2,500 lbs. weight in Schleswig- 
Holstein, 4,900 lbs. at Bremen, and 6,000 Ibs. at Hamburg, hitherto in 
use—but that in every case the corresponding measurement of the vessel 
in British register tons be added in parenthesis. This simplification 
and uniformity of the system has given great satisfaction to the ship- 
owners in all the maritime States of Germany. 


Another great desideratum for all connect: d with the shipping interest 
will bethe new Seemann’s Ordnung, or uniforin regulations for engaging, 
discharging, and treatment of sailors, as well as defending the relations 
between the officers and men. In fulfilinent of ordcrs issued by the 
Bundesrath some months ago, a special commission was appointed to 
draw up a plan, and composed of thirteen members, five of whom were 
superior functionaries of the Government, three shipowners, three 
captains of the Merchant Service, an officer of the Imperial Navy, and 
a Wasserschout, or Registrar of Seamen. All the maritime States are 
represented in this arrangement, the Commissioners fur Bremen being 
the Wasserschout von Hunteln and the shipowner Herr Reck ; and those 
for Hamburg the shipowner Herr A. F. Hertz, and Mr. Hargreaves, 
the accomplished Secretary to the Department for Trade and Naviga- 
tion. The navy is represented by Commander Knorr. These gentle- 
men, who held their first sitting on the Sth of March, have now com- 
pleted their labours and drawn up a plan in the shayo of a law, which 
has obtained the approbation uf the Federal Council, who will lay it 
before Parliament, but it is uncertain whether it can be passed before 
the close of this session. 


A most surprising increase in the number of vessels visiting this port, 
as well as in their tonnage, is shown by the latest returns published by 
the Department for Mercantile Statistics. In the first five months of 
1871, 1,663 vessels, of 384,790 lasts, arrived here, and 1,698, of 
390,310 lasts, had sailed. During the corresponding period of this 
year 2,244 vegsels, of 534,120 lasts, arrived, und 2,245, of 536,100 lasts, 
had sailed. <A remarkable feature in these returns is the increase in the 
number of steamers ; the average of the last five years—I am still re 
ferring to the ‘five firet monthe—was 778, whilst this year they amounted 
to 1,032. . 

In the same way that Herr W. Pustan distinguished himeclf at the 
Altona Exhibition a few years ago by his splendid and most interesting 
assortment of China silk in every etage, from the unhatched egg to the 
most beautiful shawls and other manufactured articles, I now learn 
that Messrs. Siemssen and Co., of Shanghai, are preparing a complete 
assortment of all the different descriptions of teas brought to that 
market for show at the Exhibition at Vienna next year. A letter has 
been received here from Yokobama, stating that Japan requires twice 
as much epace in the Exhibition as they asked for at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion in 1867. 


The German Consuls at Canton, Shanghai, Ticntsin, and Bangkok, 
have received permission and instructions to perform the marriage cere- 
mony, and to keep registers and give certificates of birth, deaths, and 
marriages among the Germans iu their respective Consular jurisdic- 
tions. 

From Copenhagen we learn that the receipts of the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company were last month as followe:—On the Ru 
lines 40,546 messages, producing 114,366f., and in Eastern Asia 2818 
telegrains, with 94,485f., making a total of 43,464 messages and 
208,851f., against 135,859f. in the month of May last year. 


COMMERCIAL. 


Fresh supplies of Tea have arrived direct from China per Hohensol- 
lern, consisting of 2670/8, 1514/8 chests Congou, and 5,481 do. Impe- 
rial. The market is calm, and the dealings were confined to the execu- 
tion of consumptive orders, but prices are steady. In cleaned Rice a 

ood deal of business has been done for the interior of Germany at 
foraick quctations ; nothing done in rough. Terra Japonica firm ; 
1,300 packages just arrived per Hermann from Singapore have been 
taken at 144 and 142 mks. beo. per centner. There is no altcration to 
notice in Cassia Lignea, but 90 chests of Flores have been sold a trifle 
below the last quotations. Pepper dull of eale, but no lower. Spelter 
nominally 15 mks. beo., but no sales reported.

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM AN OCCASIONAL CORRESPONDENT. *) 


RorrseDaM, June 12. 

Holland bas lost a great man in the Liberal statesman Thorbecke, who 
has passed away while still engaged in the promotion of the welfare of 
his country. Great dejection pervades the whole Liberal party. Indeed, 
theconntry is displaying a sort of Thorbecke-mania. The statesman who 
was 60 much thwarted in his life—even in his last days—is now lauded 
to the skies, and the greatest indignation prevails amongst the Liberal 
newspapers because the Conservative and Clerical journals do not join 
in their panegyrics upon the merits of the defunct, who, though certainly 
the most able statesman we have had since the times of de Witt, never- 
theless had his faults. The Liberals are somewhat too demonstrative in 
their sorrow. The newspaper articles—the number of which {s indefinite 
—sum up the great merits of the ex-Premier. The speeches delivered 
everywhere throughout the country are to the same effect, and 
at the public mectings nothing is talked of except his eminent 
talents. That the nation honour him much is quite right, for he 
deserves it. He was for Hollund the man who re-established the Con- 
stitution, who inaugurated a now era of Liberalisin, when he succeeded 
in effecting his revision of the Constitutional Law in 1848. Many other 
important measures are due to him and to his influence—the Election 
Law, the Provincial and Communal Luwag, the Middle-class Education 
Law, the Medical Law, and numerous other measures. Important 
public works have been undertaken at his instigation, and, in one word, 
Thorbecke has shown himself in every way worthy of the high position 
which he filled. And the nation is grateful. Thousands and thousands 
from west and east, from north and south, came together to the place 
where his remains were interred with the utmost simplicity of 
ceremony, in obedicnce to his expressed desire. The solemnity was 
very striking, just because it was so very simple. The manner in 
which he was buried was in true keeping with his whole life. Endea- 
vours are being made now to collect contributions to erect a monument 
to his memory, and, of course, a very large amount will be forthcoming. 
The inhabitants of the town of Zwolle intend to furnish the house in which 
he was born, in 1798, with a stone tablet, mentioning the fact. Mr. 
Thorbecke married in 1836 the daughter of a Dresden professor, and 
he loaves one son and two daughters. The ex-Premicr was anything 
but a rich man, and it is the wish of the King that a Bill should be in- 
troduced securing to the two daughters an annual income. The son is 
a lawyer of much talent. 

As I have already said, the death of Mr. Thorbecke is the only topic 
of the day, and will probably so remain for some time to come. About 
the Ministerial crisis we do not hear anything, except that the Prosidents 
of both the Chambers of the States General have had a conference with 
the King, and the liberal papers state that the crisis will be solved by 
the constitution of a Liberal Ministry. The Members of the Upper House, 
who met some days ago in order to confirm some Bills approved of by 
the Lower House, have since dispersed, to enjoy the very wintry summer 
weather which now prevails. 

The King has accepted the resignation of Mr. O. Van Rees, Momber 
of the Council of India, The last mail from Java brought news that the 
Commander-in-Chief of the East India Army had ordered that only 
two trading marks of Dutch gin should be used in the camps. Several 
distillers are protesting against this monopolising measure. 

The King has approved of Mr. H. PF. Ankersmit as American Consul 
at Batavia. His Majesty has conferred the Grand Cross of the Crown 
of Oaks upon M. Thiers, President of the French Republic. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The position of the market remains very firm for Coffee and Sugar, 
especially the latter, in which business has been doing at advanced rates. 
Transactions in Coffee on the other hand have been limited, and the 
June sales of the Netherlands Trading Company being announced to 
take place next week, not much activity will be likely to develop itself 
until then. Hardly any alteration is reported in other articles of pro- 
duce, Prices of Tin have been unsettled, but the decline has been 
nearly recovered towards the close of the week. 

CorreE.—A firm tone has continued to prevail, with ready buyers 
of Java at the current range of 45c. for good ordinary Trading Com- 
pany’s imports, whilst pale has been selling at 46c. to 464c. Owing to 
the reservedness of holders, the sales have been smal! in extent, and 
upon private account. To close the series of their spring sales this 
year, the Netherlands Trading Company will offer by public auction, 
on the 19th inst., about 80,500 bags Java and Santos, stored in different 
ports, which, according to the preliminary details, comprise the follow- 
ing assortments, viz. :—

It is an exhausted gold mine. It can 


now seek other fields, and if literary journals of repute would 


keep pace with the progress of inquiry, they must learn to believe 


that the philology of Bopp and Grimm is rapidly becoming a thing 
of the past, very valuable and useful in its day, but in many points 
incomplete and failing altogether to furnish even in outline the 
true field of future linguistic research. As surely as Wallace and 
Darwin have succeeded in fixing the eye of geologists upon the 
lost continent of the Indian and South Pacific Oceans by personal 
observation in that part of the world, so surely may the linguistic * 
inquirer who pursues his researches in Eastern Asia expect to 
see results yielding themselves to his questionings such as cannot 
fail, if he be ordinarily prudent, to be of the most interesting 
nature. Many a critic wants the illumination of true science, 
and may utterly fail to see the importance of a new philological 
theory in that field. It is a pity that such men do not study a 
new hypothesis more deeply, so that they might be able to afford 
better guidance to the public for whom they write. 


The Saturday Reviewer asserts with decision, and the air of 
complete conviction, that it is impossible to reduce Semitic roots 
to one, or even two syllables, and that the same is true in a less 
degree of many European roots. Just so water and atmospheric 
air were believed to be simple till science analysed them. The 
reviewer's philology is like the chemistry of the days before Watt 
and Cavendish. All these unsolved dissyllabic roots may be ex- 

ted to yield their secret to the patient inquirer. The reduction 

of the whole body of Sanscrit words to monosyllabic roots might 

have taught the critic the uncertainty attending his hypothesis. 

But he is welcome to regard as unsolvable words like cuckoo and 

it. The advocates of the theory of the monosyllabism of 

roots would not wish to disturb him in his possession of these and 
such like imitations of double natural sounds. 


The want of careful reflection on the part of the reviewers who 
have given to the public their estimate of the book in question 
may be judged of by their alike failing to notice the most im- 
portant results of the author's inquiries. He states that when s 
is prefixed to k, ¢, or p in Indo-European words it is never radical. 
When these words occur in thousands in the various vocabularies, 
hostile reviewers might have given some instances in proof of the 
contrary. He states that Grimm's law is not circular, but pro- 
gressive, and that sonant letters precede in order of time both as- 

irates and surds. ‘The assertion might have been noticed. He 
dlectares that Sanscrit syntax is based on that of Tartar languages. 
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The reviewers might have attempted to disprove this. He has 
laid great stress on syntax, and has said that the neglect of syntax 
is one of the chief faults in the German school of Sanscrit philo- 
logy associated with the name of Bopp. The reviewers take no 
notice of this. The adverbial case suffices in Homeric Greek, in 
Sanscrit, and in the Teutonic languages are traced to a Tartar 
origin. A remark on this subject, whether expressing assent or 
dissent, might have been vouchsafed. He expresses his belief 
that the auxiliary syllables in the European grammatical forms 
occur as roots in the Chinese vocabulary. The reviewers do not 
notice the proofs he adduces. He also declares his belief that the 
letters r and / coming after &, ¢, p in the initial of roots are in- 
variably inserted and not radical. This might have been alluded 
to. The derivation of the Latin, Greek, and Sanscrit tenses from 
an older Turanian verb is shown by examples; the reviewers 
take no notice of this. The same pronouns and the same sub- 
stantive verbs are shown to exist in the Indo-European and in 
the Tartar families ; nothing has been said by the reviewers on 
this point. 

The reviewers have dealt in expressions of extrome censure. 
They represent it as an offence of the first magnitude to believe 
that the earth was of one language and of one speech. The fact 
that the Bible says so is to the reviewers evidence sufficient to 
condemn the doctrine as unscientific. They grow violent at any 
attempt to prove that languages were originally one. They ridi- 
cule the author for not knowing that the root of the S.nscrit 
bheda was bhid, when the book shows that he did know it ani 
would have mentioned it if it had been required. They roundly 
assert, without any fair ground, that he is ready to take any 
word of any language which has some resemblance to words of 
other lands and to class them together without troubling himself 
to inquire into their original forms. They say that his state- 
ment in regard to a change from m to 6 in Turkish and Mengo- 
lian is a fiction of his own imagination. That it is not so any 
one can learn for himself by looking at the chapter on pro- 
nouns in a Turkish or Mongol grammar. They represent his 
reasoning as wildly conjectural and childish, and his proofs as un- 
scientific and incorrect, but they fail signally in the proof of this 
statement. 

The reviewers show themselves very hard to convince. Most 
men would think it likely that the Chinese mid, honey, and the 
Sanscrit madhu must be one word. Not so the reviewers ; they 
will not hear of the Sanscrit borrowing a word from the Tamul, 
although the Ta nul-speaking people were certainly first in India, 
as shown by their geographical position. The Atheneum will 
have it that the Tamul people borrowed the word for honey from 
the speakers of Sanscrit. Yet honey is native to India, and 
must have had a name among the Turanian population. 
The Saturday Reviewer will not admit that the Chinese 
bit, to separate, can be the same with the Hebrew dad, separation, 
and the Sanscrit dhid, to separate. Such acritic is wedded to a 
theory of his own, and cannot give a fair consideration to a novel 
hypothesis. But more reflecting and careful minds will think 
on the resemblance and gather a result which a flippant criti- 
cism can neither imagine nor accept. The Swéurday Reviewer 
cannot see how the Chinese did, to spread out, can be the same 
with the Latin patco, and the English droud and spread. All he 
can say, however, will not prevent discerning eyes from 
seeing that these resemblances mean something, that they 
point to an identity of roots and demand careful attention 
from a really enlightened philology. Ie does not perceive 
that the Tamul word para, to spread, is the same with the Uhi- 
nese pit or did, spread, the d being changed tor, and that his 
objection that the English broad is the Sanscrit prath, is ull in 
favour of the author’s hypothesis. If he would direct his atten- 
tion to the fact that the English and Sanscrit r is inserted, and 
that the Tamul r is in this case a transformed d, he might 
come, though reluctantly, to agree with his author. Minds of a 
mould more open to the reception of new ideas will not refuse 
to admit the light thus thrown on etymology, while they 
condemn the critic for his indiscriminating censures. The 
Atheneum is offended at the identification of the Hebrew 
mathak with the Sanscrit madhu, forgetting that the Greek is 
strong evidence of connection. The Saturday Reviewer is shocked 
at the statement that there has been any Semitic influence on 
Sanscrit. But unless the Saturday Reviewer would maintain that 
the distinctions of genders in nouns by particular suffixes, 
and of the dual number, alike peculiar to oth grammars, are of 
independent origin, he will find himself driven to admit that 
Semitic pepe of grammar pervade the Sanscrit as they do the 
Greek, though in a less degree. ; 

What are the causes of the reluctance of a, ae literary jour- 
na’s to encourage any attempted extension of li 





inguistic science ? 
One is an undistinguishing admiration of the German school. An- 
other is the striking limitations of the scope of that school. Bopp 
was unwilling to study the Celtic languages, as he was the Semitic 
and the Turanian. hile he accomplished much for the exact 
philology of the languages into which he inquired, he failed to see 
that comparison with other and somewhat different stocks is a 
most fruitful and legitimate field for scientific research. What 
he did not see his blind followers fail to see also. So exact a 
scholar, so minute an analyst of word-forms, was not likely to 
obtain the same high success in philological speculation and 
theory that in the special criticism which he loved he undoubt- 
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edly acquired. Another cause is a powerful prejudice against the 
identification of the words of one family of languages with 
those of another. When suggestéd, such resemblances are imme- 
diately set down by the philological reviewer to casual coin- 
cidence. Whatever identities his linguistic method is too narrow 
to embrace he attributes to accident. His method being at 
fault, he not only refuses to modify it, but looks with supreme 
contempt on the new speculator, who demands the application of 
an extended method to the facts which require it. To attempt to 
prove with the Boppian method that the Chinese and European 
languages are one, must be useless, but when once the principles of 
investigation are soextended andadapted as to embrace this wider 
inquiry, the most remarkable results may be expected. Ordinary 
reviewers will perhaps continue to doubt that Chinese, Mongol and 
Sanscrit words are all radically one, till they become schooled in 
the new method of linguistic research required for their com-

QUARANTINE AT MARSEILLES. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srr,—As one of the unfortunate passengers from China by the 
French mail steamer which arrived on the 20th May, I thought 
it might be interesting to those who may think cf travelling by 
that route to describe the extremely unpleasant termination, by 

uarantine at Marseilles, of an otherwise agreeable trip. During 
the voyage four deaths occurred on board (one I believe from 
rupture of a vein, two from consumption, and one from dysen- 
tery). The health of all on board, some 360 persons, was other- 
wise excellent, and there was no infection of any kind on board, 
so far as could be ascertained. On our arrival at Marseilles the 
steamer was not officially boarded or examined by any one, but 
allowed to go to the wharf and to be made fast there; the cap- 
tain and doctor went on shore to report, and we were expecting 
to be permitted to land at any moment. But to our discust 
they returned, saying that no one could go on shore until the 
Board of Health (Direction de la Santé) had decided whether 
we should go into quarantine or not! The outbreak of 
cholera in India, which occurred afte” our passengers thence 
had left, but news of which had been conveyed by telezraph, 
was the presumed reason for such caution, which would have been 
fair enough had any sickness appeared on board our steamer of 
course. At about four p.m, when we had been waitidg along- 
side for six hours, conversing with people on shore, without any 
sanitary precautions we received news that we were to have three 
days’ quarantine. However, we still lay by the wharf until nine 
P.M., when we left for the friow. Passing over the point whether 

ship gaa the presumed germs of illness, which a month at 
sea had not dispersed, would be purified by lying three days in 
Marseilles, I proceed to describe our situation. We were an- 
chored quite close to the public latrine, the openings of which 
were but a few yards from our cabin windows, and the intet of the 
sea being closed by a breakwater, the tide, if there had been 
any, could not have carried away the refuse of the ship; this 
nuisance was, however, mitigated by shoals of lively and voracious 
fish, but those of us who had qualmish stomach eschewed fish 
from thenceforth. 

Our companions in misfortune were two brigs and two 
steamers, under suspicion of yellow fever. We were not al- 
lowed to go on land at first, being what is termed “ qua- 
rantine d’observation,” but on the second day the second- 
class passengers were bundled off iuto the lazarettos with short 
shrift, and we were allowed to walk on shore toa limit of five 
kilometres. Doubtless you think we were comfortable enough on 
board ; perbaps so, from a Board of Health point of view, but 
not from a cleanly English one. The deck was no longer washed 
at morning, the water supply of the “lieux” ceased entirely, 
and the stench from them was simply disgusting, while our pale 
way of getting a bath was to take a jugful of water in 
with us, and indulge in an unsatisfactory smear. The 
sanitary regulations (7) were altogether so admirably adapted to 
breed sickness that we may congratulate ourselves on none 
breaking out. On the evening prior to our being admitted to 
pratique an individual styled “doctor ” informed us at the last mo- 
ment that no one could go on shore without his or her linen being 
steeped in salt or fresh water for two hours, and that it must be 
exhibited to him ina moist state. You can judge, perhaps, of 
the annoyance and inconvenience caused by this, ladies who were 
not brought up as washerwomen having no choice but to tackle 
to at the tub. The conclusion of the farce was played early next 
morning, when the great “ doctor’ came on board, did nog inspect 
anything, and declared the quarantine over, permitting us to go 
on shore, rapt baa our bags full of dripping wet linen with us, 
and uttering blessings in many tongues. 

I think I have said enough to show the monstrous annoyanco 
to which we were subjected, without any reason that we could 
ascertain. I wish to “ nothing extenuate, nor set down aught in 
malice,” but we were treated, as one of the officers of the steamer 
told the great ‘ doctor,” “ comme des chiens ou des coolies.” 
The whole affair was simply disgraceful, and @ gross Injustice to 
the passengers, and I trust the directors of the Messageries Com- 
pany will sce to it.—I am, Sir, yours obediently, H. C.

We cer- 
tainly admire the vigorous and sensible defence of Mr. 








EpkKIns's theory, but we cannot hide from ourselves the fact | 


that the mode in which that gentleman’s speculations have 
been presented to the public are lacking in simplicity, and 
wanting in lucid arrangement. Whatever may be said about 
the theories of Borr and Grimm, and of Germans in general, 
there can be no question about the scientific ability with 
which the German mind arranges its matter. Anybody ma 
pick up resemblances in language and upon these base philo- 
logical essays, but the scientific inquirer does not rest in 
first conclusions, he goes on to establish laws which shall be 
incontrovertible. That Mr. Epxrns has all the materials, or 
at least sufficient for his purpose, we believe, and he may 
yet enlarge them indefinitely. Every great and important 
discovery in science has had its bitter opponents in its early 
stages, and it will not do to pin our faith to the conclusions 
of writers of racy articles in tho Saturday or any other 
Review. Neither can it be right to take the dictum of phi- 
lologists who deal merely with the Aryan and Semitic lan- 
guages. Mr. Epxins has devoted himself to the ancient as 
well as the modern forms of Chinese, in which he has made 
many useful discoveries, and the results of Aryan Philology 
are before him; he must therefore be better able to form 
correct theories of the unity of these different languages 
than a Reviewer who looks at them only from one stand- 
point. 


THE PANTHAY EMBASSY. 

It is a matter of surprise to those interested in Asiatic 
a that the members of the Panthay Mission from South- 

Testern China have not been heard ofas arriving in Egypt 
or on the Continent. Indeed not since their passage through 
Calcutta in the end of April, the account of which was 
published in London on the 21st May, havo we had any in- 
formation as to their movements. This silence has not 
unnaturally given rise to a suspicion that our Government 
may have blocked them off at Aden, or some other inter- 
mediate port, as they lately did the Abyssinian Envoys on 
their arrival in Egypt. It is much to be hoped that this 
will not prove to be the case. It would be, to say the least, 
unwise to neglect the opportunity which would be afforded 
by their arrival of making ourselves acquainted with the 
aims and objects of the great Mahommedan powers which 


are wrestling for supremacy with the armies of the Emperor 


of China. Neither would it be politic to refuse a hear- 
ing to the emissaries of aman who claims to have 
established fur himself an independant kingdom even 
though we may be on friendly terms with the poten- 
tate to whom sixteen years ago he owned allegiance. 
Since 1856 the Sultan SuLEIMAN has exercised supreme sway 
over tne greater part of the Province of Yunnan in spite of 
all the efforts of the Chinese Government to overthrow his 
authority ; he has established a settled form of government, 
and has adopted all the insignia of Imperial power. He is 
thus no upstart rebel, for he has shown that ho is not only 
able to lead his followers to victories, but that he is able to 
reap the fruits of his successes, and to set up a firm adminis- 
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tration in place of the corrupt government of the mandarins. 
Nor can the movement of which he is the leader be looked 
upon as purely local, since, although in the first instance it 
arose out of a quarrel with the provincial authorities, it may 
now be said to form part of the great Mahommedan revival 
which is agitating the whole of Central Asia. The ‘ave of 
Mahommedan insurrection which was stirred up against the 
Chinese by Yakoob Khan in Turkestan, and which has since 
swept over the whole track of country eastward to the boun- 
daries of China, has now broken with violence over the pro- 
vinces of Kansuh and Szechuen. If the Sultan SuLemay 
were to ally his forces with those of his co-religionists in 
these neighbouring provinces—-and this coalition will soon 
inevitably take place—no armies which the Chinese could 
bring into the field would be able to stand against them. 
In holding communication, therefore, with the members of 
the Panthay Embassy it will be as well for our Government 
to remember that they are not dealing with the emissaries of 
a man of straw, but of a powerful chieftain, and to beware 
lest, by treating his representatives with neglect or contempt, 
they incur an enmity which may possibly at a future time 
bear bitter fruit. 


THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE. 

Lorp ENFIELD’s reply to Mr. CaRTWRIGHT’S questions on the 
adoption of the recommendations of the Diplomatic Com- 
mittee by the Foreign-office, makes us wonder what manver 
of men those must be who will for the future enter on diplo- 
matic careers. Formerly the service was open only to mem- 
bers of a small circle of aristocratic families who were willing 
to perform for a few years the duties of the lower ranks of 
the profession on ridiculously small pay, in exchange for the 
social position they enjoyed and the certain hope of rapidly 
rising to the higher and well paid posts. Now we have 
changed all that ; every day the doors of admittance to the ser- 
vice are opened wider and wider, the prizes of the profession 
are fewer and less worth having, and the term of service in 
the junior ranks grows longer. Under these altered circum- 
stances, and with the recommendations of the Committee be- 
fore them, it might have have been expected that the Govern- 
ment would at least have raised the scale of remuneration of 
the junior members of the service. But Lord EnFie.p checks 
all such wild hopes, unless, ina spiritof thankfulness for small 
mercies, we accept the reduction of the period of unpaid duty 
to two years as an inestimable boon. After six months’ ser- 
vice in the Foreign-office, and eighteen months abroad, the 
fortunate aspirant to diplomatic honours will be entitled to 
£150 a-year! and should he ever arrive at the rank of Se- 
cretary of Legation, he will, on first reaching that lofty 
estate, receive just £500 per annum. When the number of 
years of hard, underpaid work which the attainment of this 
higher rank represents is taken into account, the remunera- 
tion thus offered is simply absurd, and the wilful determi- 
nation of the Government, to ride roughshod over the re- 
commendations of the committee, will give rise to an addi- 
tional cause for discontent among men already smarting 
under injustice.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

ConSIDERABLE dissatisfaction exists amongst steamship 
owners at the increase in the tonnage dues to be enforced, on 
the Ist prox., by the directors of the Suez Canal Company. 
The hardship bears with undue severity on companies like 
the P. and O., whose ships have a large capacity devoted to 
passengers, aud which, by the new regulations, will have to 
be paid for in the tonnage, besides the impost of ten francs 
per head for each passenger, which has also to be paid by the 
company. Now in ordinary business operations, care is ge- 
nerally taken, that no incongruous or manifestly absurd, or 
unjust impost, is inflicted on auy class. Such coniuct we 
expect only from Government functionaries, bound up with 
“red tape.” That so eminently a commercial undertaking 
as the Suez Canal Company should attempt such a course, 
which must prohibit the use of their Canal, is simply in- 
comprehensible, and discreditable to both the directors and 
the shareholders. A question asked in the House of Com- 
mons on the 13th inst. shows that our Government have 
made no remonstrance on the subject, at which shipowners 
are very indignant.

ackages to be carried by hand as possible, in view of the 
Fifficulty encountered in changing carriages at Modane on 
leaving the Tunnel. The train arrives at Bardonnechia 
at 123 noon, and occupies some twenty-eight minutes in 
its passage through the great Tunnel (the course being 
downhill). A short run after reaching the opposite mouth of 
the Tunnel (the passage through which is unattended with the 
slightest inconvenience) brings the train to the station of Modane, 
where the Italian carriages stop. Passengers are required to 
produce their portable articles for inspection by French Cus- 
tom-house officers, and passports are demanded from all ex- 
cept British subjects, who, at the same time, will do well to be 
prepared with some proof of their identity in case of need. 
Ample time is allowed for refreshment before the French train 
takes its departure, about three quarters of an hour after the 
arrival at Modane, although, owing to the change from Roman to 
Paris time, the hour of departure (12.45) is apparently the same 
as that of arrival. 

Leaving Modane, as above stated, the train passes through the 
mountain defiles of Savoy, by Chambery, Aix-les-Bains, and 
Culoz, into the vine clad hills of Burgundy, arriving at Macon at 
8.15 p.m. A stoppage of nearly forty-five minutes here gives 
time for an excellent supper in one of the best refreshment 
stations in Europe, after which passengers will settle themselves 
as best they can for a comfortable night’s repose. On reaching 
the Lyon et Mediterranée terminus at Paris on the following 
morning at 6 55, passengers will be required as usual to wait 
in the Salle d’Attente until the luggage has been marshalled 
in the examination room, and after passing the Customs’ inspec- 
tion, trunks are given up on production of the luggage ticket. 

To sum up, we may state that, in round figures, the railway 
fares from Brindisi to Paris amount to about £9, to which from 
£2 to £3 must be added for the first-class fare from Paris to 
London. Hotel expenses may be estimated at from f.16 to f.20 per 
diem, and the same allowance should be made while travelling for 
refreshments, vehicles. gratuities, &c. Persons requiring a coupé 
Carriage, containing four seats, can procure the same (unless fore- 
stalled) by application to the’station master atany principal station. 
For this privilege between Brindisi and Bologna ten francs per seat 
extra is charged in excess of the first-class fare. For particulars 
on this and many other subjects we would refer our readers to the 
Indicatore Ufficiale delle strade ferrate, etc, del Reqno d’ Italia—the 
“ Bradshaw ” of Italy—a monthly publication, to be had (price 
one Jira, or franc) at all the principal stations. This, with the 
“Continental Bradshaw” (imperfect as the latter publication 
decidedly is), will be found almost indispensable by travellers 
over the routes we have traced. 


Monetary and Commercial. 


The report of the Ceylon Company (Limited), to be presented 
at the meeting on the 18th inst., states that the net profit for the 
year, including £4,267 brought forward, amounted to £51,062) 
and recommends a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, 
free of income-tax. This, with the interim dividend paid in De- 
cember, the interest on debentures, and £5,000 carried to re- 
serve, will absorb £50,007, and leave £1,055 to be carried forward. 
The crop of coffee from Ceylon, season 1871-72, now in course of 
realisation, of which the result will appear in next year’s accounts 
is exceedingly small; but that which is now ripening (1872-73) 
promises to be far above the average. The sugar crop in Mauri- 
tius for the past year, although not so large as was at one time 
expected, has been a fair one, and the result is satisfactory. That 
for the present year will, it is anticipated, be even more so. 

The annual report of the Colonial Company states the net 
profit for the year at £75,205. From this two ad interim divi- 
dends of 10s. per share have been declared, and it is now pro- 
posed to pay a further dividend of 12s. per share, making 32s.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for May again show favourable re - 
sults, though not of so remarkable a character as in some of the 
receding months. The total declared value of exports was 
£20,771,303, against £19,099,880 in May, 1871, and £16,786,940 
in May, 1870. The principal changes are again in metals, though 
there is also a very fair increase under some of the other heads. 
Among the leading items of improvement are the following :— 
Alkali, apparel, beer and ale, chemical products, coal, copper, 
haberdashery, hardware, iron and steel, linen manufactures, jute 
manufactures, machinery, silk manufactures, woollen manufac- 
tures, and “ unenumerated articles.” A decrease is shown in 
arms and ammunition ; cotton yarn, 2{ per cent. ; cotton manu- 
factures, 14 per cent. ; earthenware, linen yarn, telegraphic wire, 
wool, and woollen yarn. The declared value of exports for the 
five months is £98,980,183 this year, against £82,379,737 in the 
corresponding period of last year, and £79,801,184 in 1870. In 
the list of imports wheat shows a falling off for the month of 
nearly 25 per cent., and cotton of 5 per cent., the reduction in 
the latter case being entirely due to diminished receipts from the 
United States.

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ARTICLES OF IMPORT. - 
——— 
TEA. 

The market has been very dull during the past week. The public 
sales which closed on the 6th inst. were fellowed b @ small sale on the 
7th (715 packages), and again by further sales of India and China Tea 
on the 11th (11,866 packages), at which most of the Teas were offered 
on importers’ account to close invoices, the prices realised being much 
as at the previous large auctions of the 4th inst. Privately there have 
been a few purchasers of good common to fair red leaf kinds from 1s. 
to ls. ld. per lb., and also about 15,000 boxes of new seasons. New 
District Teas from Macao have been sold from 1s. 7d. to 2s. 2d. per Ib., 
the later sales showing a decline of fully ld. per lb. The deliveries for 
the week have amounted to 3,615,553 lbs., against 2,990,150 lbs, last 
year. The French mail steamer Ava, the arrival of which wss reported 
on Friday, brings 4,400 boxes of new season's Teas from Canton. 

Black. Red-leaf kinds: Siftings continue to sell from 44d. to Gd. per 
Ib., showing no change. Broken-leaf kinds remain as before ; fair to 
good common have been rather firmer, also fair Kaisow kinds, and in 
some cases show 4d. to 4d. per lb. advance.

10d. for good to 
fine kinds; a few better parcels from 2s. to 2s. 2d. per lb. Oolongs, 
Souchongs, and Flowery Pekoes show no alteration, but there is still 
some inquiry for export for common Oolongs. Scented Teas: Canton 
Capers show no matcrial change, but meet with a fairdemand. Foo- 
chow kinds have sold rather lower at public sale. Orange Pekoes : 
Canton kinds remain firm at recent prices, Foochow kinds have been 
fuirly salcable at former rates. Uncoloured Japans remain firm at felly 
previous prices. Green.—The demand still continues good, and prices 
for all kinds are firmly maintained, whilst in better kinds of Twankay 
there has been some advance. Canton kinds, on the contrary, have 
been difficult of sale at rather lower prices. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden’s Circular says, At the public 
sales (some 65,000 packages, 60,Q00 without reserve) held almost daily 
during the past fortnight, lower prices have ruled, and the range estab- 
lished appears to have imparted a better tone to the market, as during 
the past few days there has been decidedly more enquiry, and it is now 
practicable to sell Tea by private contract, which was not the case 
during tbe greater part of the month of May. The frequent telegrams 
from China relative to New Season’s Tea advise heavy scttlements; 
the latest, however, state that the markets have quieted down, and some 
difficulty in filling up steamers loading. In the export departmcat 
business has been quiet to all parts, except to New York ; but country 
green tea suitable fur that market is very scarce. We understand an 
iropost of 10 per cent. will still be levied on indirect shipments to the 
United States. The deliveries read well; but the stock, cortrary to 
the general opinion, keeps over that of lust year, the total export from 
China being over the original estimate. 


SILK. 

It being almost certain that the crop in France and Italy this season 
will be inferior both in quantity and quality to that of last year, busi- 
ness in Asiatic Silk has continued on a large scale, and the tendency of 
prices is still upwards. In China Silk a decided movement has at last 
taken place, and there is a good demand for all descriptions of Tsatlees 
at an advazice in prices of 6d. to 1s. per Ib., classic No. 3 having been 
sold at 28s.

Japan, 333 ; total, 1,817 bales. 

According to Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co., of Lyons, opinions as to 
the result of the Silk crop have never been more fluctuating and con- 
tradictury. Even now it is difficult to ascertain the exact truth, but 
there is no doubt that all the rumoure about the bad hatching and 
complaints during the various stages of the rearing, caused by wet 
weather, have been much exaggerated. In France yellow native seeds, 
that were rather plentiful, have fuiled more or less, and the outturn 
will, upon the whole, be inferior to the last ; but in all other countries, 
Spain, Lombardy, Piedmont, Syria, and Brutia, where Japanese seeds 
were predominant, a good crup, similar to the last, is anticipated.
